Poor Roads Expensive 
Many of the old dirt road adherents 
maintained that they could not survive 
the increased taxation to build 
good 
roads. 
The only encouragement of­ 
fe n d fot better'•reads was the poll 
tax law, usualy $4.00 per capita 
In 
ninai ccunties or two days’ work 
in 
lit u of money payment. 
Some paid, 
tome worked, and 
some did neither. 
Those That paid probably contributed 
most to the upkeep of the roads. The 
ones that worked it out, usually as- 


!turned a reluctant attitude qnd practi­ 
cally served out their time, instead of 
actually w ulcJng 
ut their time. P*ut 
thV disrupted method was inefficient. 
The roads wcic not graded to proper 
surface to afFori 
adequate drainage, 
Deep iu t« were ut in them when the 
early fall rains began and the traffic 
o v e r such roads, together with 
the 
con.position of soil in less favorable 
I 
alities, soon resulted in an impassa­ 
bly sea 
of mud from November 
to 
April. 
This is a concrete example of 
| the e x p e rt of poor 
roads; 
rather 
than 
the 
expense 
of hard surface 
roads. 
The pleasure of the hard sur­ 
face roads alone is worth any differ­ 
ence in maintenance. 
Th« d* mand of 
traffic and s rial activities is taken 
care of, and the adjoining landowners 
that 
usually 
register 
a calamitous 
howl when assessed benefits, received 
on an average, 100'v dividend in un­ 
earned increment on their farm lands. 
The Government A. a Partner 
it being outlined huw the Govern­ 
ment o fF a s Federal Aid for building 
hard surfaced roads, one is likely 
to 
ask how the Government can afford 
to be so liberal. The reason is obvious. 
In a National emergency, such as. an 
internal revolution, or an external war 
of aggression, hard surfaced roads 
are the beet asset 
any government 
can possess. 
It was thoroughly dem- 
cnstr ated in the late war of 1917 that 
the railroad transportation wa« wholly 
inadequate, an«l had thi- industry not 
been 
stimulated 
by 
Governmental 
method», the railroads would not have 
leached first base in transporting the 
tioops and .supplies to the Atlantic sea 
coast. 
Even if the railroad transpor­ 
tation industry was able to meet the 
most unusual demands of war, there 
are many «tartegic points not travers­ 
al by railroad lin« •«. In the more thriv­ 
ing localities there is a veritable net­ 
work of railroads, but in the sparsely 
settled localities 
He nearest railroad 
would probably be thirty miles. 
The 
principle of war 
is 
to engage 
tht 
enemy where hi can be found and to 
rout him when possible. 
The mobile 
army is the successful army. 
A lev. 
years back we could 
probably have 
tak« n Roosevelt and Root, Lodge and 
Lawson, Borah and Billy Sunday and 
oxrt-talked the world. 
Failing in the 
contest of oratory, we could have out- 
skirmished the world at home, equip­ 
ped with a national network of h arl 
surfaced roads. 
The Hard Suriac««! Roads of France 
During the regim 
of the Romans?, 
when the territory from Brest to the 
Rhine was known as Gaul, the R«j- 
mans established a net work of hard 
surfaced roads, which have been main­ 
tained in perfect condition, thus 
in­ 
heriting the riches of good roads from 
the posterity of the Romans. 
Any 
hard surfaced road construction 
re­ 
quired current maintenance. The pio­ 
neer efforts 
of 
the 
Romans would 
have been erased by time, had not the 
maintenance 
program 
been handed 
down from generations. 
These hard 
surfaced roads wen? the 
best weapon 
France had in the toriffic struggle in 
the defense of the Marne at the out­ 
skirts of Paris 
in 
September, 1914. 
The French poilus were trundled 
to 
the skirmish line in omnibuses, trucks 
and any kind of vehicles. 
No railroad 
served this location in close proximi­ 
ty. 
General JofiPre, < »mmanding the 
French Poilus sent his famous mess­ 
age September 9, 1914: 
“My right 
wing is broken, my left wing is re­ 
treating, am attacking in the center”. 
This, however, was just the opposite 
from proper military tactics, but he 
checked the advance of the Germans. 
Trans-continental Tours 
With 
the 
uniform 
hard surfaced 
road movement, national trail*? are be­ 
ing 
mapped 
out 
and 
marked with 
standard insignias. 
The Gulf-to-Lake, 
Sante Fe and ('oast-to-Coast 
trails 
are 
three 
fcremost 
national routes 
that autoist follow by their maps. The 
number of well-to-do pleasure tourists 
is increasing, that use these trails by 
auto, who formerly migrated from 
the chilly climes of the north and east 
balmy lands of California and Florida, 
via railroad travel. The tourist sleep­ 
ing cars with private state rooms add­ 
ed culture to their journeys, and made 
the 
tour quite comfortable and a top­ 
ic of pretentious 
discussion 
among 
their eet. 
Tht patrons of hard sur­ 
faced roads are greater than this p ar­ 
ticular class; they arc the Immediate 
residents, tht resident» of neighbor­ 
ing states, and finally, the trans-con­ 
tinental tourists. 4 The usefulness 
of 
these road*? really benefit the trav.l- 
nig public, as there are sufficient au- 
tomofeiles? in America* to carry every 
man, woman ami child to their destina­ 
tions. 
Rivaling Railroad Transportation 
The construction 
of hard surfaced 
roads is making 
inroads upon 
the 
tam in gs of the railroads serving those 
communities. 
Truck hauling is 
ex­ 
panding and following the extension 
of hard surfaced roads. The rates are 
not 
appreciably 
cheaper, 
but 
the 
promptness is deliveries gets the bus­ 
iness from the railroads. 
The locat­ 
ing of a railroad in a community was 
formerly considered a boon to civiliza­ 
tion, but this is being superseded by 
the boon of hard surfaced roads. The 
raihoad represented a private invest- 


metrf *:v ‘wliicK only“ the group of in­ 
vestors in 
another 
state, 
perhaps, 
were 
nterested, while hard surfaced 
roa i< art a general community benefit, 
and every one feels a co-part ear in th. 
endeavor, ®t least, in enjoying their 
benefits. 
Anything that brings more 
widely beneficial results is naturally 
more popular. 
The railroads are also 
require« to contribute their -«hare of 
benefit a sessmem on their 
holdings 
in the territory where the 
improve­ 
ment is to be made, ami they rather 
welcome the improving of a road run­ 
ning at right angles to thtir route, 
and consider this as a necessary feed* 
er for business, 
but 
a road routed 
paraded to their railroad is detrimen­ 
tal to their interests generally, 
yet, 
they hav. to pay their prorata of val­ 
uation assessments. 
But this assess­ 
ment is not unfair; all property own* 
res are assessed alike, and non«- should 
be exempted.

Further variations are caused by the 
venditions of the sky locally in respect 
to cloud- or fcg. 
During th. season 
of the longest days of the year 
the 
sur, rises along the central-northern 
border of the United States about* one 
hour 
earlier 
than 
in the extreme 
South, but this condition is reversed 
during thi .'hortest day . 
In th. i x- 
treme >« uthorn* portion of thi United 
States the shortest day of the year is 
only about three1 hours sh o r te r than 
the longest day, 
but 
in th'* extern« 
northern part there is a iiffeance of 
about eight hours, reckoning 
from 
sunris«- to sunset. 
The fewest h ours 
of 
sunshine is 
summer are found along the north P a ­ 
cific coast. 
Summer sunshine east of 
the Mississippi averages less than 10 
nours a day, but except along the Pa­ 
cific coast and in the extreme northern 
Great Plains the daily -mnnn r aver­ 
ages to the west 
of th«' Mississippi 
generally exceed 10 hours. The maxi­ 
mum amount for the summer as 
a 
who'e occurs over the western por­ 
tion of th. plateau and in the Great 
Valley of California, where the -un 
shines nearly 14 hours a day with al­ 
most continually cl o u d less skies. This 
is about 95 per cent of the possible 
amount of sunshine. 
Cloudy weather 
in winter in 
the 
Lake region, the upper 
Ohio Valley, 
and the Appalachian 
Mountain dis­ 
tricts, as well as in the fa r Northwest­ 
ern States, reduces th. winter 
sun­ 
shine to two and one-half or 
three 
hours daily average, which is from 35 
to 40 per cent of the possible amount. 
The winters are sunniest in extreme 
western Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, 
am1 extreme southeastern California, 
where the averages for the December 
to February period range mostly from 
seven and one-half to eight hours 
a 
day. Thi percentage of sunshine 
is 
high also in this season in the central 
Great Plains area, w hen the averages 
exceed six hours daily. They are gen­ 
erally bet wen five and Mx hours per 
day in the South Atlantic 
and Gulf 
States, but 
o me what higher 
ihe 
Florida Peninsula.
